Wall Street Trying to Figure Technical Position
Wall street Is burning tho midnight oil In Hs attempt to discover tho

ical technical position of tho m.ukct. In biokciago circles It Is common
gossip that the short Intciest Is tho largest It has been In years, some Interests
go so far even as to insist that It never was larger beforo In the history of
the Stock IXchangc. '

But pi Ices, nftcr a day or two of firmness, will Immcdlatedly go crashing
downward. And this after a period of liquidation that has extended over

Eevcinl months. One of tho most apparent explanations Is that each decline
produces u certain amount of dlscouiagement on tho part of holdcis of securities
who feel that perhaps it would be better to bo liquid, even If this necessitates
the loss of a part of tho capital invested; and thus on each lecurrent dilvo
against vulues thcio is n fresh supply of certificates.

Tho majority of holders of secuiitlcs, excepting, ot course, the very licit
individuals, can hardly afford to throw over securities at a loss of 20 to 25 per
tent on tho theory that Investment in tafieo secuiitlcs will sao them more
than that amount during the course of tho war; for If tho conflict should sud-

denly terminate, prices of Investment issues would quickly readjust themselves
upward.

Business Requirements Cause of Much Selling
It is moro likely that much of the selling, nsido fiom that caused by puio

flight, has been necessitated by tho heav lcqulicmcnts of business, making it
!rtua!l compulsory that the .small merchant and manufacturer convert a portion

of his securities Into cash.
The extent to which alucs have suffered can be readily realized fiom a

study of tho market movements of the listed public utilities. These have had
to feel the combined effoits of high operating costs, inadequate prices to1 tho
public and keen competition for capital. Six of tho more prominent issues have
declined an nverago of nearly, 30 points from tho high levels of tho jcar.

The largest loss has been in People's Gas. The 4 per cent dividend of this
Chicago concern is questioned and tho stock Is nearly 45 points under tho high
of tho year. Montana Power and Brookl n Union Gns each are-dow- n 30 points,
and Consolidated Gas 31 points. Consolidated Gas of Baltlmoro ia down 18

points.

Price Schedule May Help Labor
Labor conditions are Improving slightly, but still far from settled. An

agreement on tho pi lee .schedule may improvo the situation, as tho purchasers
will then bo nblc to flguro further ahead. One of tho facts about tho coppers

that must not bo lost sight of Is that the aerage yield of 15.5 per cent on twelve
popular issues does not convey tho Idea that current dividends are permanent.

Investors Considering Oil Stocks
Just now oil stocks are being carefully consideied b tho investing public,

and because of this inci cased interest a largo number of new independent con-

cerns arc springing up and offering stock of their incoiporatlons to the public.
In many Instances acreage has been acquired In tho vicinity of largo produc-

ing companies and It is on this fact most of them arc gaining favor, paitlcularly
In speculative circles. Several of the newer companies have drilled for and
biought In wells with a fair-size- d flow, but a majorltj of the tcccnt promotions
have proved failures.

It Is these "wildcat" propositions that are acting as a thorn In the side of
legitimate oil companies. The importance of oil at tho present time and In tho
future has been stated tepeatedly by experts as an economic factor In tha
world's industry. It is generally recognized that demand is exceeding tho supply,
inoro and more e ery day.

Owing to tho war It has been Impossible to get any authentic Information
on the world's production of petroleum later than 191G. In that year it was
placed at 427,605,347 barrels with the United States furnishing 281,104,104 barrels,
or 05.72 per cent of the total. The second largest producer was Ilussla, with 16.3

per cent of tho total, while Mexico was tho third largest, furnishing 7.69 per
cent. Both of these countries uro now jjioduclng below their ratio owing to
unsettled political conditions.
